"It seemed all hell, broke loose,"

"The ship began to 
toss and rock, helplessly, great 
waves breaking all around and 
over the superstructure. 


"Water came pouring In from 


somewhere. The heavy metal lid 
of one hatchway was wrenched 
off.

was one to six inches deep.

Instead, they sang as they 
waited their turn at the lifeboats 
and sang again as they pulled 
away to safety.

no casualties. All 


passengers have been taken off 
the Doric and are being taken to 
London. The Doric herself is sail-

and the Viceroy of India of the 
P. and O. Line. 
The Doric is known as "Cupid's 


ship," for it not only cruises the 
Mediterranean but it established 
a record on one voyage of nine 
engagements among her passen- 
gers.

gett. It took the two lifeboats 


, an hour to reach the side of the 
grounded Morgan liner. 


The boats were back with 20 
passengers from the Dixie, most- 
ly women, about 4:30 p. m. 


Courage of Sklppor. 


Those r«cued by the boats of 
the Atenas told of the courage 
and calmness displayed by Cap- 
tain E. W. Suhdgtrom of the 
Dixie. 
Although he "suffered

One of the typical accounts of 
the scene on the Dixie was' given 
by Miss Florence E. Steller of 
San Francisco.

Men were 
compelled to roll up their trous- 
ers to their knees while women 
sitting on their bunks had to 
raise their feet as the water 
flowed from one side of the state- 
room to the other.

ENACTED BY CONGRESS MAKES 
GREAT GAIN IN STATUS OF LABOR

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—(/P)— 


The social security act Just enact- 
ed by congress, aside from the se- 
curity It will afford th« Individual 
worker, represents a- great gain in 
the status of labor generally. 
The government now recognizes 
that the workers of this country 
are entitled to something better 
than belief based 
on need when 
they become unemployed or reach 
the end of their working life. 
It has accordingly made provis- 


ion for a system of unemployment 
insurance and old age insurstnce 
whereby unemployment compen- 
sation and old age pensions will be 
paid as a matter of right to quali- 
fied individuals out of funds built 
up through contributions by em- 
ployers or by employers and em- 
ployees jointly. 
Moreover, unemployment insur- 


ance and old age insurance gives 
the workers of this country a more 
definite and permanent stake in 
the Industry of this country. By so 
doing they cannot help but pro- 


mote greater economic and social 
stability. 


These two types of insurance at* 
entirely different and distinct from 
the state' old urge pension laws, 
mothers' pension laws and blind 
pension laws' which provide pen- 
sions out of general tax funds to 
needy individuals only. 
It was intended 
that 
certain 
phases would go Into effect, at 
once, such as financial assistance 
to the states in meeting the cost 
of their pension laws and In fi- 
nancing maternal and child wel- 
fare work. However, the failure of 
the third deficiency, bill will delay 
furnishing this financial assistance. 


Under tha unemployment insur- 


ance plan benefits will be paid in 
a given state two years after that 
state enacts a law conforming to 
federal standards. The federal old 
age insurance benefits will start 
January 1, 1942. 


Thus, the program, going Into 


effect as it does, by easy stages, 
not only will not retard immediate 
recovery but will promote a sound 
and lasting recovery. As Its full 
significance is more generally real- 
ized it will be .recognized as a great 
advance in the utlllzaton of our 
socal and economic Institutions to 
serve more effectively the common 
good.

Rome of old, as often throughout 
history, the

were exiled 


and persecuted. Otherwise, Paul

Accord- 
ing to a passage In the Roman 
historian Seutonius, Claudius ex- 
iled Jews from Rome who were 
followers of Chrlstus; indicating 
that long before Paul's arrival In 
the Imperial capital, there was 
a 
strong 
Christian community 
there. 


One unanswerable reply to the 
"modern" view that Christianity 
is only a synthesis of existing 
pagan cults, with their rites and 
legends taken over bodily, is the 
simple fact that, within less than 
a generation after the death of 
Jesus,. the Christian Church was 
so powerfully established In Rome 
that both Claudius and Nero per- 
secuted it. When Nero made hu- 
man torches of 
the 
Christian 
martyrs he shed light upon the 
swift, wide spread of the Gospel, 
Doubtless some who perished at 
his command had seen and heard 
Jesus In the flesh.

of Aquila and Priscila to win a

Way. But I can testify, from con- 
tact with them on their fields, 
that a host of later missionaries 
are co endowed. 


Lydia and Priscllla have count- 
less successors, who are today the 
pillars of the Christian Church.

Subsequent messages from the 
Dixie came swiftly. 


"Second launch left ship with 


18 passengers."

Thus, the story of the transfer 
was told In terse radio messages.

BUSY CANALS 


The Panama Canal ob- 


served its 21st birthday an- 
niversary on Aug. 15. In 
the years since it was open- 
ed to traffic, tolls have 
amounted to $394,566,620 
for 
82,673 
passages 
of 


ships between the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans. Traf- 
fic now is many times what 
it was in the early years of 
the canal's operation. 


The canal has a capacity 


for 48 ships a day. In the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 
the average number of daily 
transits was only 15. In the 
peak year, 1928, the daily 
average was only 18. World 
trade and travel will haVe 
to increase considerably be- 
fore it is necessary-to con- 
struct the third set of locks, 
foundations for which were 
laid alongside the present 
double sets when, the canal 
was built. It hardly looks 
as if a second canal, such 
as the one proposed through 
Nicaragua, would be need- 
ed for a long time. 


Last 
year 'the United 


States Navy made a record 
when 
110 ships 
passed 


through the 55-mile canal 
in 48 hours. In October the 
Pacific Fleet, 
80 vessels, 


made the passage 
in 40 


hours. 


There is a computed def- 


icit for the 21 years of $15,- 
342,565, which doesn't seem 
bad.

There is talk in Central 


America of establishment 
of an economic union of El 
Salvador, Ecuador, Guate- 
mala, Honduras and Costa 
Rica. So far it has not gone 
beyond the stage of a pro-

conference 
of 
the 


presidents of the five re- 
publics to discuss the pos- 
sibilities'of commercial and 
economic co-operation for 
the group. It is said that a 
political union, while pos- 
sibly desired in some quar- 
ters, is considered imprac- 
tical, because of the rival- 
ries for power and prestige 
it would arouse. 


A commercial and eco-

ROCKDALE, Sept. 3.— 


(/P)—Two volunteer firemen 
lost their lives early today 
in a $100,000 fire which 
razed the old Scarborough 
and Hicks Mercantile cohi- 
pany in the Rockdale busi- 
ness district. 


A heavy awninff on the front 


of the store building collapsed and 
crushed to death J. Wesley Hoop- 
er, 35, and Wilbur Williams, 21, 
while they were fighting, the blaze. 


The fire broke out at 12:45 a. 
m. in the grocery department and 
spread rapidly to clothing and 
other branches of the romblingone 
story building, which covered half 
a block. It wag not until nearly 
dawn that firemen gained control 
and relieved the danger of the 
fire spreading to other parti of 
the business district. 
The awning which killed Hoop- 
er and Williams was constructed 
of metal and brick. 


Several .other fire fighters suf- 
fered burns and minor injuries 
in their desperate efforts to halt 
the fire. 


Boswell Newton, an official of 
the store, estimated the damage 
at $100,000. The loss was partial- 
ly covered by insurance. 
The company was established in 


1883 
by E. M. Scarborough and 


Bob Hicks, pioneer merchants. It 
was one of the oldest concerns in 
Milam county. 
Hooper was district manager for 


the Tennessee 
Life 
Insurance 
Company and had 
volunteered, 


along with many other citizens in 
this town of 2,400 population, to 
aid in fighting the blaze. 


William* was a fillln* station 


employe who also volunteered. 
The fire was regarded as the 


worst here since 1888. when 
a 


number of lives were lost in the 
burning of the historic Mundine 
Hotel.

ELLIOTT ROOSEVELT 
HAS RESIGNED POST 
IN YOUNGJIEMOCRATS 


LEAVES 
RECOMMENDATION 


THAT NATIVE SON OF 


STATE BE CHOSEN 


DALLAS, Sept. 4.—W5)— 


Elliott Roosevelt, son of the 
president, said today he had 
resigned as first vice-presi- 
dent of the Young Demo- 
crats of Texas, a post his 
political foes had contended 
in bitter word battles that 
only a native Texan should hold. 
The Junior Roosevelt said he 


had relinquished the post on Aug. 
6. 


Two attempts <had been made to 
have him forcibly removed from 
office, leaders of the movement 
maintaining he had been illegally 
elected by the executive commit- 
tee and that he was not well vers- 
ed in political and governmental 
affairs of Texas because of his 
short residence in. the state. 
Young Roosevelt said he sub- 


mitted a recommendation with the 
unconditional -. resignation 
that 


some "native son" be selected for 
his position. 


The resignation was- contained 
in a letter to Raymond Buck of 
Fort Worth, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee. 


"I was not forced out," said 
Roosevelt. "Agitation over my of- 
fice had ceased, but I wanted it 
to be a matter of record when 
the Texas delegation went to the 
national convention at 
Milwau- 
kee." 


The president's son had held 


the office since 1934, when Jack 
Burroughs of Dallas, resigned to 
give his post to Roosevelt. 
Phil Overton, Dallas 
attorney, 


led the fight against Roosevelt. 
An attempt by the Dallas county 
Young Democrats to demand his 
resignation through the state ex- 
ecutive committee 
met 
defeat. 


Overton carried his fight before 
the state executive committee at 
Fort Worth on July 16, where 
commiteemen voted 16-2 against 
his resolution. 


Roosevelt said he would ocn- 
tinue as an active member of the 
organization. 


The fight against "this New 


Yorker trying to run Texas' busi- 
ness," as Overton described Roose- 
velt, started soon after the state 
convention 
at 
Amarillo, where 


Rosevelt 
endorsed 
constitutional 
amendments to perpetuate 
prin- 


ciples of the national recovery act. 


TEXAS DEPARTMENT OF LEGION 
FAVORS BONUS PAYMENT IN WAY 
THAT WILL NOT INCREASE TAXES 


DALLAS, Sept. 4.—(ff">—The Tex- 
as department of the American 
Legion was on record today as 
favoring "immediate payment of 
cash soldiers' bonus in a way that 
will not create new taxes or ad- 
ditional debt." 


The resolution, passed last night 
at the state convention after a 
talk by Congressman Wright Pat- 
man of Texarkana, author of the 
bonus bill, also proposed that "all 
interest paid after Oct. 1, 1931, 
be refunded." 


"I tell you, my friends," pat-, 


man said, "I'm going to do every- 
thing I can to see that you boys 
get this money. We'll try to get 
it without increasing taxes or the 
national debt if possible, but if 
we can't get it any other way, 
we'll take it that way." 


Patman was 'author of the bill 
which proposed to pay the bonus 
by issuing new currency. The bill 
passed in congress but did not be- 
come a law because the senate 
sustained 
President 
Roosevelt's 
veto.. 


The convention also voted to 
urge 'the Texas legislature to re- 
quire all employers of five or more 
persons to have at least 98 per 
cent of their staffs composed of 
American citizens.

TO CUTPERSONNEL 


ALL EMERGENCY FEDERAL 
AGENCIES PLACED 
UNDER 


CONTROL BUDGET BUREAU 


HYDE PARK, Sept. 4.— 


(/P)—President Rosevelt 'to- 
day ordered all emergency 
federal agencies under con- 
trol of the budget bureau 
for curtailment of person- 
nel with assertion that the 
peak of the emergency has 
passed. 


By executive order Mr. Roose- 


velt placed the following seven gov- 
ernment units under the budget 
for control of administrative ex- 
penditures; 


The agriculture adjustment ad- 


ministration: the 
federal 
emer- 


gency relief administration; the 
national recvovery administration- 
the Tennessee Valley authority; the 
public 
works 
administration; 


the commodity credit cornoratlon, 
and the railroad co-ordinator. 
This move completed the plac- 
ing Under budget control of all 
emergency agencies outside regu- 
lar executive departments. 


The president in announcing the 


order at his regular semi-weekly 
press conference, held today in 
the tiny den of the family house, 
explained that action contemplat- 
ed a prevention of overlapping 
and a reduction of unnecessary 
personnel. He said it means the 
emergency work of the agencies 
is over and they must budget ex- 
pendltures. 


Asker if he regarded teh emer- 


gency as over, tha president re- 
plied that he thought the peak 
was passed. 


He added that as fast as the 
various .credit agencies completed 
their emergency aid he hoped for 
consolidation. 


He mentioned that the home 
owners loan corporation already 
"as virtually completed Its action 
on loan applications, and was now 
going into the management stage 
of seeing that loans are paid and 
supervising property. 


Asked for 4m appraisal of the 


accomplishments of the emergency 
agencies, the president cited that 
a million home owners had been 
saved from foreclosure: a million

Fifty-seven Bodies at Miami. 
Fifty-seven 
bodies, few identi- 


fedf lay in a morgue here, as the 
difficult mission of bringing aid 
to the injured and marooned vic- 
tims was speeded to the coastal 
regona where the storm was most 
severe. 


Countless injured were reported 
strewn through the keys, battered 
and torn through 
almost four 
days of swirling winds and rains. 


Congressman J. Hardin Peter- 
son at Lakeland telegraphed fed- 
eral Relief Administrator Harry 
L. Hopkins for an investigation 
into reported deaths among war 
veterans n FERA work camps on 
Upper and 
Lower 
Matecumbe 
Keys. 


A similar request went to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt last night from 
the Miami Chamber of Commerce 
and the Coral Gables Post of the 
American Legion. 


"I want to find out, why they 


didn't evacuate 
those 
Islands," 
Peterson said. 
"They had plenty 


of notice and I want to fix the 
responsibility. 
I will follow the 
matter vigorously." 
The storm curled Into Georgia 


with drenching rains and 
stiff 


winds, but damage in towns was 
mostly confined to fallen trees 
and signs.

The bodies in the morgue here 
were of men, except for those of 
one woman and two small girls. 
As the seas moderated around 
French Reef, transfer of all pas- 
sengers from the stranded liner 
Dixie to rescue boats was com- 
pleted, according to Tropical Ra- 
dio. 


So devastating wa« the storm 
that today, mors than 60 hours 
after it struck, no definite estim- 
ate of the dead, missing and in- 
jured could be made. 


Dr. Leonard K. Thompson, Red 
Cross relief chairman in the Keys 
hurricane area, reported to Wash- 
ington that he believed the toll 
of dead would be less than 200. 
Death/Estimate* Vary. 
Dr. Joe Stewart, who made an 
aerial survey of 
the 
stricken 
places, placed the total as not In 
excess of 300. 


Captain P. T. Branking, master 


of the yacht Byronlc, which made 
a rescue voyage to the Keys, de- 
clared the number of dead would 
be at least 500. 
Jack Combs, a Miami undertak- 


er who led a rescue expedition, 
said the dead would number be- 
tween 400 and 500. 


All apparently based their esti- 
mate on bodies seen 
by : them 
strewn about, hung in trees or 
half buried under wreckage. In 
addition, they had the horrible 
word pictures from survivors who 
told of seeing many swept to 
sea on the tidal wave. 
Accurate determination of the 


dead in the three veterans' camps 
will depend on accounting of the 
675 men on the rosters. Many 
of them were reported to have 
been on leaves of absence when 
the storm struck. 


Bridges Washed Out. 
Washed out bridges hampered 
rescue workers on the upper and 
lower Matecumbe 
keys, 
where 


most of the veterans were camp- 
ed, and held them back 
from 


lower keys, leaving the fate of 
the few residents in the latter in 
doubt. 
Only a dozen 
veterans 
were 


found alive in Camp No. 5, where 
185 were on the roster. Of 243 en- 
rolled at Camp No. 3, 23 were re- 
ported on furlough iind 133 were 
accounted for. The fate of the 
remaining1 87 was not known. 


A private, yacht brought 52 of 


the 
injured veterans to Miami 


for 
hospitaliation. Among them 
was Top Sergeant P. Pugh of 
Camp 3. He and 7 others clung 
to a water tank car all through 
the , night Monday. 
"Men who have known all the 


rough edges of life," said Ser- 
geant Pugh, "who hadn't thought 
of God in years, 
prayed 
that 


night. I heard 
thorn muttering 


prayers as they held to the car 
and tracks, with debris pelting 
their bodies." 
Men Swept From Tank. 


He told how the hurricane with 


a sudden swift puff blew up the 
rails at either end of the tank 
car. At the same time, he said, 
the tidal wave rolled In, covered 
the car and tumbled men who 
were not clinging to it back into 
the mangroves where many were 
battered to death.
